—Ouitean was very restless during 
the most of the latter part of the 
night, not sleeping more than twenty 
minutes at a time. Towards morning 
he fell into a sounder sleep from sheer 
«zhaiistion. He rose a few minutea 
after 6 o'clock and breakfasted heart- 
ily. When the cook took his brea k 
fast into the cell, Guiteau-told him to 
bring his dinner in at 11 o'clock 
promptly. Dr. Hicks, who remained 
at the jail all night, was called into 
the prisoner's cell soon after he rose 
and had a conyeraation on religious 
subjects with him. 
At 8 o'clock 
Hicks saw the prisoner again, when 
he made ajrequest to have a bath and 
asked Hieks to go out and see the 
scaffold. Guiteau desired him ta ar- 
range with the warden to hare the

proper condition. After Guiteau had 
disposed of these matters, he read « 
poem composed by himself, which he 
calls ''Simplicity," or "Religious Baby 
Talk." After reading alone, he at* 
tempted to sing it, but broke down in 
tlie effort. Guiteau then talked for 
some time about his future. He re- 
marked that his heart was tender. 
"I don't think." he said, "I can go 
Uirough this ordeal without weeping— 
not because of any great weakness 
for the principle in ne i^ strong, but 
because I am nearer the oiher worid.' 
I hold to the idea that God inspired 
me." Guiteau subsequently asked 
that in his books all complimentary 
remarks aoout PresideLt Arthur and 
his administration

Then he presented Hicks the books that 
have been companions of his lonely 
houxa. He told Hicka that he wanted 
him to offer the first prayer on the 
aoafbld, saying that he, Gnitean, 
woold then read hia favorite scrip 
tarai paragraph, the tenth chapter of 
Jphn, and offer a prayer on his own 
account; then he intended, he said, to 
read his poem "Simplicity."

cept the jail guard and a squad of ar- 
tillerymen who looked down upon the 
seénë from the high steps leading to 
the Icaffold. Early this morning the 
prisoners in the paift.of the jail 
looking thé court wh^re the gallows 
stanHs; were all ¡»moved to, other 
quarters and lock^ In cells! At 
o'clock this mornin|p the jail officers 
had I a sort of a rehearsal of the part 
t h ^ are to play in the execution for 
the purpose, chiefly, of testing the 
appliances of the gallows. A bag of 
sand weighing 160 pounds was 
ATTACHED TO THB NO0SE. 
The trap was sprung by means of 
trigger. The scaffold stood the test 
well. At ten y clock Dr. Hicks and 
^ -Gnfteau went with Gen 
Crocker to the scaffold, together with 
a number of guards. John W. Guit- 
eau ascended the steps -and carefuUy 
examined the structure, handling the 
rope and carefully inspecting all fix- 
tures, both above and below the plat- 
form. 


A telegram from New York, signed 
"G. B. Bunnell" was received about 
ten 
o'clock 
by 
Dr. Hicks.

asks if_ the sender could obtain 
possesion, of 
Guiteau's 
body to 
exhibit for the

Dr. Hicks paid: no attention to 
the message, llie order of the pro- 
cession to tbe scaffold, as agreed npon 
t ^ morning, is as follow ; .Wi^oi 
Qrocker and one of his officers will 
first, followed by Dr. Hicks.

Behind them will walk, two by two, 
Jones, Hudson, Johnson and Ürocker, 
four jail officers, the latter a brother 
of the wfurden. 


At 10 o'clôcWsèventy ik>Iide arrived 
at the jail and were posted albi% the 
roadway ontude the building in addi- 
tion to the regular jail guard.

At 10:30 o'clock the guard came 
ont of the door and said Guiteau was 
ready for Dr. Hicks, and wanted him 
tocbaie. 
Another'guard, who took 
the message, hurried off and soon re- 
turned with Dr. Hicks, who went 
into the cell. Guiteau was then re 
pbtted by his guard to be

While Dr. ilidu was in the.prison 
er's cell at 11 o'clodE Guiteau made 
some rtquests as to the execution and 
haviOg made copies of his last prayer 
poem and other writings tore up the 
Originala. He then sent for the jail 
boot black and gave him his shoes to 
be shined. His dinner was brought 
as the doctor was leaving and he 


ATS WITH MUCH BELISH. 
His dinner consisted of a pound of 
broiled steak, a dish of fried potatoes, 
four Slices of toast and a quart of 
coffee. 


Shortly before 12 o'clock Guiteau 
seemed to break down completely and 
burst into tears and sobbed hyster- 
ically. Dr. Hicks sat by his side fan^ 
ning him and vainly trying to calm 
him. About 11:S0 o'clock prepara 
tions began to be made for the execu 
tion. At 11:50 o'clock a detachment 
of artillery was formed on the east 
side of the rotunda. 


At 12:25 a loud steam whistle was 
}lown at the workhouse, which is 
near the jail. This whistle, usually 
blows at 12 o'clock, and by it Guiteau 
in the habit of gauging time. 
was 
The delay to-day was by special ar- 
rangement, so that its startling sum 
mons might not come before the offi- 
cials were ready. 


Two minutes later the iron gates 
clicked, then Warden Crocker made 
his appearance and a moment later the 
familiar figure of Guiteau was seen. 
His face was pallid and the muscles 
about his mouth moved nervously. 
Other than this there wa« no signs of 
faltering. The 
procession 
moved 
to ¿he scaffold and Guiteau ascended 
the somewhat steep steps with as 
much steadiness as could be expected 
from a man whose arms were tightly 
pinioned. 
At the last step he falter- 
for a moment, but was asdsted by 
tbe offioera, who walked npon either 
side. 
Vpon reaching the platform, 
Guiteau was placed immediately be- 
hhid the drop, lacing to the front of 
the scftffold. 


There was ii slight delay while the 
spectators were pushing and jostling 
fjiTOngh the door leading from the 
lotunda to the corridor, at the lower 
end of which the gallows was placed. 
Guitean in the meaniriiile gaced upon 
the crowd, looked np at the beam 
ovev hia faaad and qniekly nade a 
•nrvey of all the dread puapheriM- 
lia. Orooker waved to thism to nn- 
eover, and aU h c ^ were bftred. .

This is the beat evi 
dence that the inspiration came from

This 
government and nation by this act, 
know, will incur the eternal enmity 
as did the Jews by killing the man 
my Saviour. The retribution in that 
caae came quick and sharp an3 
know the divine law of retribution 
will strike this nation and my mur- 
derers in some way. The diabolical 
spirit of this nation, its government 
and its newspapers toward me will 
justify thee in cursing Uiem and 
know that the divine law of retribu- 
tion is inexorable. I therefore pre- 
dict that this nation will go down in 
blood and my murderers, from execu 
tive to hangman, will go to hell. The 
laws are inexorable. Oh, thou sn 
preme judge, woe unto men that vio 
late the laws, weeping and gnaahing 
of teeth awaits them. The American 
press has a large bill to settle with 
Thee, righteous Father, for their vin- 
dictiveness in this matter. Nothing 
but blood will satisfy them, and now 
my blood be on them and this nation 
and its officials. Arthur, the prsM- 
dent, is a coward, and an ingrate. His 
ingratitude to the man that made him 
and saved bis party and land from 
overthrow h ^ no parallel in history, 
but then righteous Father, Thou wilt 
judge him. Father, thou knowest me, 
but the world hath not known me, and 
now I go to Thee and Savior, with- 
out the slightest ill will toward a hu- 
man being. Farewell, ye men of 
earth." 


At several points he paused and en' 
deavored to impart increased empha- 
sis to his words by peculiar facial ex- 
pressions, so often observed during 
the trial when he waa angered at 
something which was said or done. 
This was peculiarly noticeable when 
he alluded to P ^ d e n t Arthur and 
when he declared that this nation 
would go down in blood. 


He again surveyed the crowd after 
finishing his prayer and said still with 
a firm voice: "I am now going to read 
some verses which are intended to in- 
dicate my feelings at the moment of 
leaving this world. If set to music 
they may be rendered very efllbctive. 
The idea is that of a child babbling to 
lis mamm and his papa. I wrote it 
this morning about 10 o'clock." He 
then commenced to chant the verses 
in a sad and doleful style as follows: 
I am going to the Lordy. 
I am so glad. 
I am going to the Lordy. 
I am so glad. 
I am going to the Lordy. 
Glory hallelujah. 
Glory hallelujah.
